NEW OFFENSE, 


MATURING DEFENSE 


HEADLINE 1995 


The evolution of a new offensive scheme and the progress of a 
maturing defense are the elements to watch as the Kentucky Wildcats 
head into the 1995 football season. 

The Wildcats are working to ease the disappointments of last 
year’s bewildering 1-10 season, a campaign made even more 
puzzling by the fact that the team had earned a trip to the Peach Bowl 
just one year before. 

Head Coach Bill Curry took swift action after the ‘94 season, 
revamping his program with four new assistant coaches, a new 
strength coach, and a new offense. 

“Our immediate goals are very simple,” Curry said. “We must 
drastically improve every aspect of our performance.” 

One of the new assistants, offensive coordinator Elliot Uzelac, 
has installed the multiple offense he used with great success the last 
two seasons at Colorado. The base formation of the new attack is a 
balanced set, featuring two wide receivers, two tight ends, and one 
running back. The goal is to be able to strike in any direction, taking 
initiative away from the defense, and to achieve a balance in rushing 
and passing yardage. 

“The new offense is a natural evolution from what we’ ve been 
doing,” Curry said. “I like the alignment and the system of plays. 
We feel that we'll be able to use it to our advantage. 

“As with any offense, however, our success will depend on 
properly executing the fundamentals.” 

The question of who will run the attack will be answered in 
August. Returning starter Jeff Speedy received a strong challenge 
from rapidly-improving sophomore Billy Jack Haskins during the 
spring. Their competition ended in a virtual dead heat and will 
resume in the fall. 

Competition for playing time at tailback also will be heated. Ray 
McLaurin had a great spring and begins fall practice No. | at the 
position, but will be challenged by last year’s starter and backup, 
Moe Williams and Donnell Gordon, who missed the spring because 
of injuries. Another quality back, Michael Woodfork, can also play 
tailback and will be the fullback when the Wildcats utilize a two- 
back set. 

The situation is similar at the wide receiver posts, where six 
returning lettermen are vying for playing time. Leon Smith, last 
year’s leading pass catcher, heads the list of returnees. 

The tight ends are expected to see greater roles as pass catchers in 
the new offense. Chris Davis and Marcus Cross ended the spring as 
the starters, but must reaffirm that in August. Former wideout Isa 
Curtis IIT has moved to tight end and is another receiving threat. 

Senior guard Barry Jones was UK’s top lineman last season but is 
one of only two returning regulars in the offens 


Compounding 
the inexperience is 
the fact that the other 
starter, John Schlarman, 
missed the spring 
because of injury and 
will be moving from 
right guard to center in 
the fall. The success of the 
offense might hinge on 
the ability of the inexperienced linemen to mature rapidly. 

Inexperience was a problem on defense last season, but with the 
exception of one position, defensive coordinator Mike Archer should 
be able to field a veteran starting lineup in 1995, 

Twenty-two returning lettermen are available. Thirteen of those 
players have been on the field as starters and three others have seen 
significant game action at their positions. 

In the defensive line, tackle Mike Schlegel and ends Kurt Supe and 
Chris Ward should be improved after another year’s experience. The 
tentative starting linebackers, Chad Hudson, Donté Key, and David 
Snardon, are veteran hands. 

There are four seasoned returnees at cornerback, including Carlos 
Collins, Steven Hall, Van Hiles, and Kiyo Wilson. Senior George 
Harris and junior Leman Boyd share the strong safety spot. The 
Wildcats will miss the leadership of free safety Melvin Johnson, a 
second-team All-American, but senior Reggie Rusk is expected to 
handle the position capably. 

“We are much more experienced on defense than we were a year 
ago,” Curry said. “We have several positions where players are battling 
for starting jobs. It should be very interesting to see how it works out.” 

Special teams play was fair to good last season. Kicker Brian 
Sivinski, who made three field goals from 40 yards or beyond last 
year, is back for his senior season. A new punter must be decided 
upon. Soph Kio Sanford gives the team a breakaway threat on kickoff 
and punt returns. 

The Wildcats will be challenged by a schedule that includes three 
preseason top-10 teams (Florida, Auburn, Tennessee) among a total of 
eight opponents that posted winning records in 1994.

Kentucky will have a new offensive approach 
this season as coordinator Elliot Uzelac installs 
the one-back attack he used with great 
effectiveness the past two seasons at Colorado, 

The basic set features two wide receivers, two 
tight ends, and one running back, but there are 
many variations in this multiple offense. The 
goals of the offense are to be able to strike in any 
direction and maintain a balance between rushing 
and passing yardage. 

In order to achieve balanced yardage, UK will 
have to improve a passing attack that has been 
outpaced by the ground game the past two years. 

The offense returns 20 lettermen, including 
six starters. There appears to be good depth at the 
running back and wide receiver positions. 
However, UK must depend on some talented but 
inexperienced young linemen in order to rebuild a 
forward wall that lost three regulars. 

Here's a position-by-position look at the new 
one-back offense, with comments by each 
position coach. 


Coach Uzelac... 

“We definitely improved on offense during the 
spring and our overall effort improved as the 
spring went on. We're not where we want to be 
but we took a step in the right direction, I'm 
pleased with the effort of the players and their 

ss to work and achieve success. 

“The key for the success of our offense is what 
they accomplish during the summer in the weight 
room and in the running program. We need more 
strength and explosive power, which must be 
acquired during the summer. 

“We want to pick up where we left off in the 
spring and need a good carryover from that time. 
We must continually improve as a more physical 
offensive team. This is something we will 
constantly stress.”

Playing time at the wide receiver slots will be 
competitive. Twelve veteran players are 
available, not counting several incoming 
freshmen who will make these positions even 
stronger. 

Senior Leon Smith was named UK’s Most 
Outstanding Receiver last season after making 27 
catches for 375 yards. His 27 catches were the 
most for a UK receiver since Neal Clark set the 
school record with 47 in 1991. Smith missed 
contact portions of spring practice while 
rehabilitating an injury and will return to the 
depth chart in August ... Kio Sanford caught 12 
passes for 145 yards in 1994 and his record- 
setting kickoff return exploits helped him earn 
Freshman All-SEC honors ... Jaysuma Simms (5 
for 61 yards) and Trevor Hypolite (3 for 20) also 
saw significant action. 

Former LB James Tucker and ex-QB Antonio. 
O’Ferral each moved to receiver during spring 
practice. Tucker was named the team’s Most 
Improved Receiver after leading all pass catchers 
with 12 grabs for 227 yards during the spring 
scrimmages, O’Ferral made the move midway 
through spring and showed good aptitude for the 
role ... Six other receivers are available, including 
speedy Harold Dennis and sure-handed Tyler 
Siddens ... The group of highly-regarded 
incoming freshmen could put these positions in 
good hands for a long time to come. 


Coach Phillips . . 

“We spent the spring learning the new offense 
but must be more consistent this fall in executing 
our assignments. Antonio O’Ferral and James 
Tucker moved to receiver during the spring and 
they can help us. Now we have six returning 
lettermen at wide receiver and it’s going to be 
interesting how that works out. There is going 
to be great competition for playing time.”

Last winter, Bill Curry achieved a feat that is a testimony to 
the high level of esteem and respect in which the University of 
Kentucky coach is held. 

In the process of realigning his coaching staff, Curry’s 
reputation enabled him to go literally across the country in 
order to bring in four knowledgeable, veteran assistant coaches, 
including two with head coaching experience. 

From the West came Elliot Uzelac, architect of Colorado’s 
offensive success the last two seasons and former head coach at 
Western Michigan and Navy. The next hiring came from the 
East—Navy assistant Mike Drake, former head coach at 
Western New Mexico. 

From the Midwest came Oklahoma State defensive line 
specialist Calvin Miller, who has sent three proteges into the 
National Football League. Again heading west, Curry brought 
in Dave Magazu, a Colorado State assistant who 
is a 15-year veteran of college coaching. 

It is Curry’s philosophy—a sincere dedication 
to serve student-athletes through winning football, 
quality academic performance, and integrity— 
that is a beacon to others who share his ideals. 

All four of the new coaches mentioned Curry 
prominence and reputation as major motivations 
for their decisions. 

“T'd like to say that I’m a person that really 
lives to serve young people,” said Curry of his 
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philosophy. “It is 
my wish to have 
every single one of 
them be the best 
they can be in every 
aspect of their lives, 
and that certainly 
includes a 
championship 
football program. 
When we're 
successful with 
that, then we build 
a program that 
would not require 
my presence or any 
one person's 
presence. It would 
just be understood 
that we are into 
championships and 
championship 
people. 

“Each person is 
unique, so everybody has a gift,” Curry said. “An education or 
an experience like this (college football) should allow each 
person to find his or her gift, develop it and then give it. Now, a 
football program or a football team is a good model for that. If 
you’re a blocker, then you must block every play, every time. 
You must protect your quarterback or your ball carrier every 
snap. If you’re a tackler, you must tackle every play. That's a 
principle which should run through every part of your life. 

“Then, hopefully you learn that it goes to the classroom with 
you or into your spiritual life. And when you are around a large 
group of people that learn to think that way, the stuff is 
contagious. And that is what a program is. That’s what we're 
building here at Kentuc! 

Curry’s reputation as a person and accomplishments as a 
player and coach are what caught the attention of UK Athletics 

Director C, M. Newton in Dec. 1989, when 
Newton was searching for a replacement for the 
retired Jerry Claiborne. Newton’s impressions of 
Curry were reflected in the athletics director’s 
comments when the new coach was formally 
introduced on Jan. 8, 1990. 

“William A. Curry is recognized by many to 
be at the very top of his profession,” Newton 
said. “He has been credited for the dignity, 
class, and integrity with which he conducts his 
football programs, both on and off the playing 
field.”

Curry then outlined his goals for the program. “We intend to be champions at the University of 
Kentucky on the football field,” he said. “We’ve been champions here at UK in the classroom 
and will continue to do so. And we will do it with dignity, and do it the right way.” 

Curry inherited a Kentucky program that had not won more than two conference 
games in a season in five years. His 1990 Wildcats squad finished at 4-7, but gained 
respectability in the SEC with a 3-4 record. The fifth-place finish 
was the best at Kentucky since 1984. Injuries and youth 
contributed to the Wildcats going 3-8 in 1991 and 4-7 in 1992. 

The 1993 Wildcats, a preseason pick to finish last in the 
SEC, posted a 6-5 regular season record, placing fourth 
overall in the SEC and earning the conference’s bid to the 
Peach Bowl. The fourth-place finish was UK’s best since the 
1977 squad came in second with a 6-0 mark. In addition to earning UK’s first 
bow! trip in nine years, the 1993 squad posted the school’s first three-game 
SEC win streak since 1977, and won two SEC road games in a season for 
the first time since 1984. 

High hopes for the 1994 season were dimmed when the inexperienced 
Wildcats fell to 1-10. The lone victory, however, was a big bright spot as the 
Wildcats defeated Louisville, 20-14, in an intrastate rivalry that had been 
dormant for 70 years. 

Academically, Curry’s Wildcats continue to set the pace among league schools. 
Kentucky led the SEC in 1990, 1991, and 1993 in SEC Academic Honor Roll selections, 
a feat the Wildcats have accomplished in eight of the past 11 years. In Curry’s other two 
seasons, the Wildcats have finished second (1992) and third (1993) in that category. 

Thus, five years into his tenure, Curry’s championship goals have been partially 
accomplished. The players are graduating and the integrity of the program has been 
upheld, Only the win-loss record has not yet met Curry’s standards. There has been 
one bowl season, but occasional success is not enough for a man whose heritage 
includes association with coaching legends such as Bobby Dodd, Vince Lombardi, 
and Don Shula. 

A native of College Park, Ga., and graduate of College Park HS, Curry played for 
Dodd at Georgia Tech. Curry was a three-year letterman at Tech (1962-64) and served 
as team captain his senior year. The Yellow Jackets compiled a 21-9-1 record during

His mentor for three seasons 
at Baltimore was Don Shula, who today is the winningest coach in NFL 
history and has appeared in more Super Bowls (six) than any other 
coach.

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A Conversation with Bill Curry 


You’ve added four new assistant coaches. How have they 
changed the makeup of the staff and your approach to 
coaching the team? 

“We're coaching with a great deal more aggressiveness. 
That's necessary in the ‘90s. To be successful we will be the 
most demanding of staffs. That's not to say that we were not 
demanding in the past but we are more demanding now. That’s 
what this situation calls for.” 


Has this change of approach changed your goals? 


“Our goals are always the same—championship performance 
in every way, which means the best that everybody has to give at 
all times. That has more powerful emphasis when you go through 
a year when you clearly didn’t get that. Nothing will cause us to 
change from that goal.” 


« You’ve been through 
« spring practice with 
your new offense. What 
do you think about it 
after having seen it in 
practice? 

“It’s a natural 
evolution from what 
we’ve done and the 
next proper step for 


Kentucky football. 
Because of its 
alignment, it helps 
spread the defense 
and can be an 


equalizer when you play a physically dominant, top five kind of 
team, the kind of teams we have on our schedule. 

“But it’s not just the way we line up, but also the ways pla 
are called and executed. We feel we can use it to our advantage.” 


» What has new strength coach Rob Oviatt brought 
to the program? 


“Attention to detail and iron-willed discipline. He brings an 
understanding that it is in the details that growth occurs. 

“Rob’s assistant, Aaron Shelley, is also going to help us. He 
brings a special expertise in athletic nutrition. He has been a 
championship weightlifter and he understands power, which is 
what football demands.” 


« What has the revival of the Louisville series meant to the 
« sport of football in Kentucky? 


“Tt has helped stoke interest in football in the state to a higher 
level. If we are going to compete with other entertainments in 
this state, such as horse racing and basketball, we have to be at 
their level of excellence. Playing the game first on the schedule 
helps keep football in the forefront from April until August.” 


« The spring practice moves of Antonio O’Ferral and 
0: James Tucker to wide receiver seemed to go well. Tell 

us about the moves. 

“Antonio is a guy we need to get on the field. The good thing 
about this move is that he knows coverages and he knows the 
routes, he just has to get where it comes easily to him. He is so 
tough and aggressive. He’s a blocker. He catches the ball in 
traffic. He’s hard to tackle in the open field. He really has a 
chance to do well. 

“James is basically the same thing. He’s a larger version (of 
Antonio). Both of them showed big play capability quickly.” 


. You’re entering your 16th season as a college head 
«coach, What are some ways that coaching has changed 
since 1980? 


“Maintaining the ability to keep your focus on what is real 
is far more difficult than 15 years ago. There are many more 
distractions for coaches. 

“Players are far more questioning about the process and 
about their leaders. They ask “Why do we do this drill?’ or 
“Why do we run this play this way?’ That’s not to say that 
this is a negative. Our leaders in society, whether they be 
political leaders, teachers, coaches, or some other leader, 
are questioned much more frequently today. 

“The ethics of college athletics are improving. The 
presidents have said, ‘Enough of trashing young people’s 
lives.’ Slowly and surely, they are taking back control of 
college athletics. That’s very encouraging. 

“The reduction of scholarship limits helps programs 
that are trying to build. The established programs can’t 
take as many top players, leaving more available for 
aggressive recruiters.

Mike Archer, the 
Wildcats defensive 
coordinator and 
linebackers coach, was 
given additional 
responsibility last spring 
when he was named 
Associate Head Coach. In 
that role, he will be in 
charge of football-related 
matters in the absence of 
Head Coach Bill Curry. 
Archer is entering his 
third year on the UK staff. In addition to his defensive duties, Archer 
will work with the team’s punt return specialists and coach the 
PAT/field goal rush units. His rush unit blocked one field goal 
attempt and one extra point attempt last season. 

During the 1993 season, Archer’s troops posted two shutout 
victories, 35-0 over Kent and 21-0 over Ole Miss, and held two 
other opponents, Vanderbilt and East Carolina, without an 
offensive touchdown. 

Archer, a 1975 graduate of the University of Miami (FI 
to UK in 1993 following a two-year stint as linebackers coach at the 
University of Virginia under George Welsh. 

Archer, 41, served as head football coach at Louisiana State 


University from 1987 to 1990 (four seasons) prior to his appointment 
at Virginia. He led the Tigers to a 27-18-1 record as head coach with 
two bowl appearances — 1987 Gator Bowl and 1989 Hall of Fame 
Bowl — and one Southeastern Conference Championship in 1988. 
As the nation’s youngest (34) Division I-A head football coach in 
1987, Archer led the Tigers to a 10-1-1 record and 30-13 Gator Bowl 
victory over South Carolina. A year later, Archer directed the Tigers 


to the SEC title with a 6-1 ue slate and an 8-4 overall record. 

Archer, a native of State College, Pa., lettered three seasons 
(1973-74-75) in football at Miami. He started at free safety for two 
seasons for the Hurricanes and also punted. As a senior, Archer was 
named UM’s Football Scholar-Athlete of the Yea 

His coaching career began the following year as a graduate 
assistant at Miami under Carl Selmer in 1976. He worked with the 
Hurricanes special teams and served as defensive coordinator for the 
Miami freshman team. Archer remained in the same position in 1977 
under Lou Saban, then was named administrative assistant to the head 
coach in 1978. 

Archer was promoted in 1979 to the Hurricanes full-time coaching 
staff, directed by head coach Howard Schnellenberger. In all, Archer 
spent five seasons as defensive backs coach for the Hurricanes (1979- 
83). He helped Miami post a 41-16 record in that span, which 
included a 31-30 Orange Bowl victory over Neb nd subsequent 
1983 national championship. 

Archer joined the coaching staff, headed by Bill Arnsparger, 
in 1984 as the Tigers defensive backfield coach, He spent three 
seasons as an assistant under Amsparger at LSU, including the 1985 
and 1986 campaigns as the Tigers defensive coordinator. Archer and 
his defensive units played integral parts in building a 26-8-2 record 
for LSU during that period with appearances in three bowl games — 


1985 Sugar, 1985 Liberty, and 1987 Sugar — and the 1986 
Southeastern Conference championship. His “85 LSU defensive unit 
ranked third nationally in scoring defense (10.3 ppg) and eighth 
nationally in rushing defense (107.1 ypg). His 1986 Tiger defensive 
backfield led the SEC in interceptions and tied the school record (27) 
for most interceptions during a single season.

The 1994 season also saw the emergence of Melvin Johnson as 
one of the nation’s top free safeties. Johnson was named second-team 
All-America, first-team All-Southeastern Conference, and was a 
second-round draft pick by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

Smith, 46, came to Kentucky from Baylor University after spending 
three seasons as defensive backfield h of the Bears, He officially 
became a member of the Wildcats coaching staff on Jan. 21, 1990. 

Overall, Smith is in his 15th season as a collegiate assistant coach. 
His collegiate coaching career includes stops at Georgia Tech, East 
Tennessee State, Alabama and Baylor.

“89 campaign. Overall, the Bears pass defense accounted for 
63 interceptions during Smith’s three seasons at Baylor.

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A pioneer in the integration of higher education and 
athletic competition, the Southeastern Conference stands 
ready to advance intercollegiate athletics into the 21st 
centul 

nce its formation in 1933, the SEC achieved both 
stature and stability by designating governing/voting power 
to the presidents of the member institutions. They have 
determined the policies of the conference and through the 
years this involvement has been the principal source of 
strength in the evolution of the SEC. 

Throughout its 63-year history, the SEC has provided 
Jeadership on the vital issues facing intercollegiate 
competition. In 1993, the member institutions adopted The 
Principles of Gender Equity. Committed to increasing the 
quantity and quality of women’s athletic opportunities, each 
school will provide at least two more women’s 
intercollegiate programs than the number of men’s, 

faced with the task of conference realignment after 
competing with 10 members since 1966, the SEC welcomed 
the University of Arkansas on Aug. 1, 1990, and the 
University of South Carolina on Sept. 25, 1990. Joining 
charter members Alabama, Auburn, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, LSU, Mississippi, Mississippi State, Tennessee 
and Vanderbilt, on July 1, 1991, Arkansas and South 
Carolina became the first schools added in conference 
history 

Fully incorporated into conference competition by 
1992, Arkansas and South Carolina participated in S 
championships for all sports except football during the 
1991-92 academic year. The SEC was again at the forefront, 
introducing football, basketball and baseball divisional play 
and the nation’s first ever Division I football championship 
game 

SEC schools began athletic competition with one 
another almost 100 years ago as members of the Southem 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association. Seven institutions 
(Alabama, Auburn, Georgia, Georgia Tech, North Carolina, 
Sewanee and Vanderbilt) attended the SIAA organizational 
meeting of faculty representatives, called by Dr. William L. 
Dudley of Vanderbilt, in Atlanta Dec, 22, 1894. 

Student teams from the schools began meeting in 
Various sports with little pattern to their contests. The 
American adaptation of the English game rugby, called 
“football” was drifting down from the East and Midwest. 
Southemers were quickly attracted to this sport formalized 
in 1869, 

The first football game in the Southeast was played 
April 9, 1880, on the ground now called Old Stoll Field at 
the University of Kentucky. Kentucky A & M (now UK) 
organized a team and in November 1881, played 
Transylvania College in a three-game series. By 1895 11 
current SEC members were playing football. 

Basketball moved quickly to the South as Vanderbilt 
was playing at the Nashville YMCA in 1893, just two years 
after Dr. James Naismith originated the game at Springfield 
(Mass,) College. 

Track was organized on a conference level at the 
1895 SIAA meeting presided over by President Dudley, 
who served until his death in 1914. The first championship 
meet was held at Vanderbilt May 15, 1896. By 1900 eight 
of the 13 charter SEC members were participating. 

The seven-member SIAA expanded to 19 institutions 
in 1895 (Alabama, Aubum, Central, Clemson, Cumberland, 
Georgia, Georgia Tech, Kentucky, LSU, Merce 
Mississippi State, Nashville, North Carolina, Sewanee, 
Southwestem Presbyterian, Tennessee, Texas, Tulane and 
Vanderbilt) and by 1920 there were 30 members. 

The larger schools reorganized as the Southern 
Conference at a meeting in Gainesville Dec. 12-13, 1920. 
Professor S.V, Sanford of Georgia called the meeting and 
served as the first president. Charter members of the 
Southern Conference included: Alabama, Auburn, Clemson, 
Georgia, Georgia Tech, Kentucky, Maryland, Mississippi 
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State, North Carolina, North Carolina State, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Virginia Tech and Washington & Lee. 

Despite an original limit of 16, the membership grew 
to 23 by 1928. In 1922 Florida, Louisiana State, Mississippi, 
South Carolina, Tulane, Vanderbilt and Virginia Military 
joined, while Sewanee and Duke became members in 1923 
and 1928 respectively. At one time or another the SIAA 
and the SC included most of the Southern colleges from 
Virginia to Texas. 

‘The 13 members west and south of the Appalachian 
Mountains reorganized as the Southeastern Conference at 
the annual SC meeting of Dec. 8-9, 1932, in Knoxville. The 
10 coast members remained in the Southern Conference. Dr. 
Frank L, McVey of Kentucky was elected president of the 
new conference whose charter members were: Alabama, 
Aubum, Florida, Georgia, Georgia Tech, Kentuck: 
Louisiana State, Mississippi, Mississippi State, Sewanee, 
Tennessee, Tulane and Vanderbilt. (Sewanee withdrew Dec. 
13, 1940, Georgia Tech on June 1, 1964 and Tulane on June 
1, 1966). McVey held an informal meeting of the school 
presidents in Birmingham Feb. 16, 1933, then the first full 
meeting in Atlanta, Feb. 27 

The office of the commissioner was formed in 1940 in 
Jackson due to the great amount of detail work developing, 
especially in recruiting and eligibility. Former Mississippi 
Governor Martin S. Conner took office as commissioner 
Aug. 21, 1940. Conner later became ill and the secretary of 
the conference, Dean N.W. Dougherty of Tennessee, served 
as acting commissioner during the fall of 1946. 

The office moved to Birmingham with the appointing 
of Bemie H. Moore as the second full-time commissioner 
on Feb. 21, 1948. Moore, a former LSU coach, guided the 
SEC to national respect in his 18-year tenure. 

AM, (Tonto) Coleman succeeded Moore upon his 
retirement April 1, 1966, The Alabama native, who was 
reared in Texas and experienced in athletic coaching and 
administration, served six and a half years 

Dr. H. Boyd McWhorter, then Dean of Arts and 

ciences at Georgia and secretary of the league since 1967, 
accepted the position upon the retirement of Coleman 
Aug. 1, 1972, Under his leadership the SEC experienced 
unparalleled growth. In McWhorter’s first year the SEC 
distributed $ 1.57 million in revenue to the member 
institutions. 

Dr. Harvey S. Schiller, an Air Force colonel and 
faculty chair at the U.S. Air Force Academy, followed 
McWhorter upon retirement, taking office Sept. 15, 1986 
Under his guidance the SEC established itself as a leader in 
the areas of athletic scholarship and marketing 

Roy F. Kramer succeeded Schiller on Jan. 10, 1990. 
Kramer, who has served on numerous NCAA committees, 
joined the league office after spending 12 years as athletic 
director at Vanderbilt 

‘The first SEC champions were crowned in 1933 in 
baseball, basketball, football and outdoor track. The 
league's inaugural championship event was a basketball 
tournament in Atlanta Feb. 24-28, 1933. Records show the 
first men’s team title for cross-country was awarded in 
1935, while golf and swimming were added in 1937. The 
league later began hosting championships in tennis (1953) 
and indoor track (1957). 

In the 1979-80 academic year SEC championships for 
‘women were recognized in basketball, tennis and volleyball 
The following year golf, gymnastics, swimming and track 
and field were added. The administration of women’s 
athletics officially came under the auspices of the 
conference office on Sept. 1, 1984. 

The SEC currently regulates nine men’s sports and 10 
women’s sports: Men - baseball, basketball, football, golf, 
swimming, tennis and track (cross country, indoor and 
outdoor). Women - basketball, golf, gymnastics, soccer, 
swimming, tennis, track (cross country, indoor and outdoor) 
and volleyball

When Charles Martin (C, M.) Newton became 
the University of Kentucky's seventh Director of 
Athletics on April 1, 1989, he hit the ground 
running 

After a little more than six years on the job, 
Newton has become one of the most popular 
public figures in the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
In addition to a lengthy, impressive list of 
credentials, Newton brought to Kentucky a spar- 
Kling reputation of integrity at a crucial time in 
the history of UK Athletics, In accepting the 
position at his alma mater, Newton summarized 
his goals and objectives by saying, “I have a 
resolve to try very hard to continue that great 
tradition, and at the same time, to totally do it 
within the NCAA and SEC rules and not sacrifice 
the academic integrity of this University.” 

Newton capped an illustrious basketball 
coaching career by leading his final Vanderbilt 
University team to a 19-14 record, a second-place 
SEC finish and its second consecutive NCAA 
‘Tournament appearance during the 1988-89 
season, He was named SEC Coach of the Year by 
the Associated Press and also received the Kodak 
NABC District IV Coach of the Year award. 
Newton served as head basketball coach and 
associate athletics director at the Nashville school 
from 1982 to 1989, compiling a 129-115 record. 
In 32 years of coaching at Transylvania, Alabama 
and Vanderbilt, Newton compiled a 509-375 
record overall. His Alabama teams won three 
consecutive Southeastern Conference 
championships. 

Perhaps more impressive, however, was 
Newton’s ability to produce winning teams that 
also possessed exceptional academic credentials. 
During Newton's tenure at Vanderbilt, 18 
Commodores were named to the Academic All- 


SEC team, over 50 percent more than any other 
league school. And including his last graduating 
class, all 21 seniors received their diplomas. 
Newton is highly regarded on the national level. 
He has served on the board of directors of the 
National Association of Basketball Coaches. He 
worked six years on the NCAA Basketball Rules 
Committee, serving as chairman of that elite 
group for five of those years. He currently serves 
as president of USA Basketball, the nation’s 
governing body for international basketball, and 
‘as chairman of its Games Committee, which is 
responsible for all international competition, 
including the Olympic Games. He is also a 
member of the prestigious NCAA Division I 
Basketball Committee, and is chair of the NCAA 
Committee on Basketball Issues. 

Newton has literally circled the globe to 
promote the game of basketball. He served as 
team manager, a combination coaching and 
administrative position, on the 1984 U.S. 

Olympic team that won the gold medal. Indiana 
coach Bob Knight, who tabbed Newton for the 
Olympic staff, called him “the finest gentleman in 
our business.” In 1983 and 1987, Newton took his. 
Vanderbilt squads to the Republic of China 
(Taiwan) to represent the United States in the R. 
William Jones Cup International Tournament, 
winning the gold medal in 1983 and the silver in 
1987. He has also conducted coaching clinics in 
humerous countries, 

Newton began his coaching career at 
Transylvania College (now Transylvania 
University) in Lexington. Recommended for the 
job by Coach Rupp, Newton guided Transy to a 
169-137 record in his 12 years at the helm despite 
the handicap of a limited scholarship program. 

In 1969, once again with the backing of Rupp, 
Newton answered a call from Paul “Bear” Bryant 
to take on the challenge of building the 
downtrodden Alabama basketball program. 
During his 12-year tenure, Newton orchestrated a 
complete turnaround in the Crimson Tide’s 
basketball fortunes, compiling a sparkling 211- 
123 record. In addition to the three SEC 
championships, Newton guided the Tide to two 
trips to the NCAA Tournament and four berths in 
the NIT. A satisfied Bryant once remarked “C. M. 
Newton is a winner, and that’s important, but 
more than anything else, he wins or loses with 
class, and that’s more important.” 

With few horizons left to conquer at Alabama, 
Newton resigned at the end of the 1980 season to 
accept a job as assistant commissioner of the 
Southeastem Conference. A year later, when 
Vanderbilt athletics director Roy Kramer was 
searching for a coach of national stature to head 
the Commodore basketball program, Newton was 
the obvious man for the job. 
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Newton was bom Feb. 2, 1930, in Rockwood, 
Tenn. He grew up in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla, where 
he was eventually named a charter member of that 
city’s Sports Hall of Fame, along with Chris 
Evert, Julius Boros, and the late Brian Piccolo. 
After high school, Newton enrolled at UK on a 
basketball scholarship. He was a letterman on the 
Wildcats’ 1951 national championship team. Also 
a standout baseball pitcher, Newton hurled in the 
New York Yankees minor league system before 
entering college coaching. 

Newton and his wife, Evelyn, have three 
grown children — son Martin, and daughters 
Deborah and Tracy — and four grandchildren.

from Professor A.M. Miller to Bill 
Curry, from old Stoll Field to modern 
Commonwealth Stadium, from the Southem 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association to the 
Southeastern Conference, and with all the 
ensuing changes, Kentucky football holds a 
unique and storied tradition that began in 1881. 

UK Football holds a captivating list of 
firsts: UK was the first Southeastem 
Conference team to introduce football, which 
it did in 1881; UK played in the first and only 
Great Lakes Bowl in 1947, defeating 
Villanova, 24-14; Kentucky tackle Bob Gain 
was awarded the 1950 Outland Trophy, 
making him the first player from the SEC to 

laim the honor; the Wildcats’ Nat 
Northington was the first black player to sign 
with a Southeastern Conference institution and 
the first to play in a league contest vs. Ole 
Miss in 1967. And in 1989, UK became the 
first SEC school to win the coveted College 
Football Association Academic Achievement 
Award for highest graduation rate, 

In 104 seasons, Kentucky has 
participated in 992 contests and owns 491 
wins, 457 losses and 44 ties. The 491 
victories rank 39th among Division 1-A 
programs in most wins. UK’s overall winning 
percentage is 517 

Kentucky football has won two 
Southeastem Conference championships and 
appeared in eight bowls, claiming the CFA 
Academic Achievement Award on May 8, 
1989. The Wildcats owned a graduation rate of 
90 percent after 18 of 20 of their 1983 incoming 
freshmen signees left UK with a diploma.

Some successful years in the early 1900s 
dot the UK record book. Kentucky finished 7- 
1 in 1903 under Coach C.A. Wright; 9-1 in 
1904 under Coach F.E. § t; 9-1-1 in 1907 
with Coach J. White Guyn, and 9-1 in 1909. 
under E.R. Sweetland. 

The greatest UK team of that era was the 
1898 squad, known simply to Kentuckians as 
“The Immortals.” To this day, the Immortals 
remain the only undefeated, untied, and 
unscored upon team in UK football history. 
The Immortals were coached by W.R. Bass 
and ended the year a perfect 7-0-0, despite an 
average weight of 147 pounds per player. 
Victories came easy for this squad, as the 
Immortals raced by Kentucky University (18- 
0), Georgetown (28-0), Company H of the 8th 
Massachusetts (59-0), Louisville Athletic Club 
(16-0), Centre (6-0), 160th Indiana (17-0) and 
Newcastle Athletic Club (36-0).

were E.R. Sweetland and Harry Gamage. 
Sweetland compiled a 23-5 mark in three 
seasons (1909-10, 12), His best year was 9-1 
in ‘09. Gamage, on the other hand, had the 
longest tenure of any head coach during the 
first 43 years of Kentucky football. Gamage 
took the reigns of the UK program in 1927 
and remained until following the 1933 
campaign. In between, Gamage led the 
Wildcats to a combined 5 record, His 
best season was 6-1-1 in ‘29. 

One of Gamage’s brightest moments. 
came during the 1930 season. During the 57-0. 
blanking of Maryville, UK running back 
Shipwreck Kelly rushed for a school-record 
280 yards in leading the Cats. 

More than a decade after Gamage had 
left UK, a young man by the name of Paul 
“Bear” Bryant arrived on the scene at 
Lexington in 1946. All Bryant did was 
quickly grab the UK program by the collar 
and turn the Cats into a national power. 

Bryant took UK to eight consecutive 
winning seasons (1946-53) and helped the 
Wildcats claim their first Southeastem. 
Conference championship in 1950. He also sent 
UK squads to four bowl games which included 
the 1947 Great Lakes Bowl, 1950 Orange Bowl, 
1951 Sugar Bowl, and the 1952 Cotton Bowl. 

The biggest win in UK football history 
came under Bryant. After leading Kentucky to 
its first SEC title and a 10-1 regular-season 
record, UK found itself matched with national 
champion Oklahoma in the 1951 Sugar Bowl. 
The Wildcats scored early and held off the 
Sooners, 13-7, breaking Oklahoma’s 31-game 
winning streak which is currently the seventh- 
longest in NCAA history.

Also under Bryant, tackle Bob Gain 
became the first UK and SEC player to win 
the Outland Trophy in 1950. Other standouts 
in the Bryant era included George Blanda, 
All-American Babe Parilli, and eventual UK 
coach Jerry Claiborne. 

Bryant left Kentucky following the 1953 
season. He compiled an impressive 60-23-5 
record in eight years. Bryant's 
60 victories are still a UK 
football record for head coaches. 

Blanton Collier had the 
uneasy task of following in 
Bryant’s footsteps. Collier took 
over the Kentucky football 
program in 1954 and promptly 
led the Wildcats to a 7-3 record 
during his initial campaign. 

Collier stayed eight years at 
UK as well, etching a 41-36-3 
record from 1954 to 1961. 
Kentuckians best remember 
Collier for his 5-2-1 record against arch-rival 
Tennessee. He coached All-Americans Lou 
Michaels (1957-58) and Howard 
Schnellenberger (1955) at UK. 

Charlie Bradshaw became the head 
mentor at UK in time for the 1962 season. 
Bradshaw, a UK graduate who lettered four 
years (1946-49), managed only a 25-41-4 
record in seven seasons. One highlight of his 
coaching career featured an upset of No. 1- 
ranked Ole Miss early in the 1964 season. 
Bradshaw’s Cats held off the Rebels, 27-21, in 
Memorial Stadium at Jackson, Miss., and ranks 
as one of UK’s all-time biggest victories. 

John Ray entered the scene in 1969 as 
head coach. In four years, Ray was 10-33. His 
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Coach Bryant led UK to eight 
consecutive winning seasons 
and four Bowl games.

Kentucky again victimized Ole Miss and 
Archie Manning. The Cats upset the Rebels, 
10-9, at Lexington. 

The Fran Curci era began in 1973, the 
same year Kentucky moved from ancient 
Stoll Field/McLean Stadium to spacious 
Commonwealth Stadium. Though Curci had 
only one winning campaign 
during his first three years, 
things got interesting beginning 
with the 1976 season. UK ended 
the ‘76 year with an 8-3 record 
and its second SEC 
championship. 

Kentucky helped secure 
its second league title on the 
strength of a 62-yard 
touchdown pass from Derrick 
Ramsey to Greg Woods to beat 
Tennessee, 7-0, at Knoxville, 
Tenn. The victory clinched a 
berth in the Peach Bowl against North 
Carolina, UK’s first postseason appearance in 
25 years. Before a UK contingent estimated at 
25,000, the Cats blanked the Tar Heels, 21-0. 

The following year, Kentucky went on 
NCAA probation. Despite an early season 
loss at Baylor, the Wildcats rolled to an 
impressive 10-1 record doing it the hard way. 
Kentucky defeated Penn State (24-20) at 
University Park, Pa., defeated LSU (33-13) at 
Baton Rouge, La., blanked Georgia (33-0) at 
Athens, Ga., beat Florida (14-7) at 
Gainesville, Fla., and defeated Tennessee (21- 
17) at Lexington. 

In the Curci era, players like Sonny 
Collins (UK career leader with 3,835 yards

Art Still and multi-talented Derrick Ramsey, 
wore the blue and white. 

Curci stepped down following the 1981 
season. In all, Curci worked nine years as UK 
head coach (longest of any UK football 
coach) and was 47-51-2 overall. 

Jerry Claiborne answered the call of his 
alma mater in December of 1981 and was 
named the school’s 31st head football coach. 
Claiborne had played at UK from 1946-49 
and was an assistant coach under Bryant at 
UK in 19 

His first campaign, 1982, was 
murderous from a schedule standpoint. The 
*82 UK schedule was rated as the nation’s 
2nd-toughest and featured the likes of 
Oklahoma, Clemson, Auburn, LSU, Geo 
Florida, Tennessee, Kansas and Kansas State. 
The Cats were caught in the process of 
rebuilding and stumbled to an 0-10-1 record. 

The winless mark would not deter 
Claiborne, however. In fact, his 1983 squad 
tied for the nation’s most improved program 
with a regular-season record of 6-4-1. As a 
reward, the Hall of Fame Bow! offered an 
invitation and UK accepted to give the Cats 
their sixth bowl appearance. 

Kentucky improved in 1984, finishing 
with a 9-3 record which included a thrilling 
20-19 victory over Wisconsin in the “84 Hall 
of Fame Bowl. The nine victories were the 
most by a UK squad since the 1977 season. 

After the ‘84 campaign, Kentucky 
Strung together 5-6, 5-5-1, 5-6, 5-6, and 6-: 
records to close out Claiborne’s career. He 
stepped down with a 41-46-3 record in eight 
seasons at UK. Claiborne and Bryant, to this

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date, ended their careers as the only two 
coaches to win at least five games in seven 
consecutive seasons. 

During Claiborne’s tenure, Kentucky 
captured its first national title by winning the 
1989 CFA Academic Achievement Award. 
UK led the SEC in Academic All-SEC Honor 
selections (68) during the Claiborne era, 
including a league record of 17 players named 
to the 1989 Academic All-SEC Honor Roll. 

Individually, quarterback Bill Ransdell 
played under Claiborne and left as UK’s all- 
time leader in passing and total offense. Mark 
Higgs departed as the school’s 2nd-leading 
rusher and tackle Oliver Barnett set a UK 
record with 26 quarterback sacks. 

On Jan, 8, 1990, Kentucky began a new 
era by hiring its 32nd head football coach in 
Bill Curry. The hiring came only a week after 
Curry guided his Alabama squad in the 1990 

Bowl. Curry had led the 
Crimson Tide to a share of the SEC title and a 
10-1 regular-season mark in 1989. 

In just four seasons, Curry led Kentucky 
back to post-season play for the first time in 
nine years as the 1993 Wildcats finished third 
in the SEC Eastern Division (fourth overall) 
and qualified for the Peach Bowl in Atlanta,

Senior free safety Melvin Johnson led 


the team in individual honors, earning second- 


team All-America and first-team All-SEC 
accolades, In April, Johnson was selected in 
the second round of the National Football 
League draft by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, 
becoming the highest UK draft pick since 
Dermontti Dawson (2nd round) in 1988. 

In addition, Curry has maintained the 
high level of achievement in the classroom 
which was started by Jerry Claibome. Twelve 
Wildcats were named to the SEC Academic 
Honor Roll in 1994. 

Under Curry, UK is working to establish 
a solid foundation of football success which 
could return the Wildcats to the storied 
tradition of their glory days.

Below is a closer look at some of the traditions and 
history which has molded the past 104 seasons of 
Kentucky football. Some of the anecdotes were 
derived from the book, “The Wildcats”, which was 
written by former UK Sports Information Director 
Russell Rice. 


2A AND 1B 

During the course of his legendary carver, Coach Paul 
“Bear” Bryant was known as an innovator of 
introducing changes in the game of football. One chat 
Bryant introduced during his tenure at Kentucky was the 
use of a unique number system to identify twins Harry 
and Larry Jones, who both lettered three years (1950- 
52) with the Wildcats, Harry wore 1A and Larry wore 
1B. Harry led the Wildcats in all-purpose yardage in 
1951 with 964 while Larry led UK in kickoff returns 
(21.1 avg) in 1952 


BEER BARREL 
The traditional Battle for the Beer Barrel is the annual 
football game between Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Currently, the series is the third-longest of SEC 

teams (90 games) and trails only the Auburn- 
Georgia (98) and Ole Miss-Mississippi State (91) 
rivalries. The Beer Barrel Trophy is actually an old beer 
barrel painted blue, orange and white and is presented to 
the winner of the annual contest, Every score, since the 
origination of the trophy in 1925, is printed on the 
barrel. Two Wildcat followers, Guy Hugelet and Rollie 
Guthrie, wanted to come up with something symbolic to 
represent the great rivalry. Originally, they decided to 
use an old whiskey barrel as the trophy but the 
Women's Temperance Union made a stand against it 
since it was during the time of Prohibition. The duo 
Went to another distributor, John Galvin, and settled on 
beer barrel. Then as the Anti-Saloon League stepped 

i: and Guthrie compromised by painting the 

words “ice water” on the barrel. The first time the 
trophy was awarded was in 1925 as UK defeated the 
Vols, 23-20. In 90 meetings overall, Tennessee leads the 
series 58-23-9, 


BLUE AND WHITE 

The University of Kentucky adopted blue and white as 
its official colors in 1892, Originally, UK students had 
decided on blue and yellow prior to the Kentucky- 
Centre football game on Dec. 19, 1891. The shade of 
blue came about when a student asked the question, 
‘What color blue?” Richard C, Stoll, who lettered on the 
1893-94 football teams, pulled off his necktie and held it 
up. The students adopted that particular shade of blue in 
Stoll’s necktie. A year later, UK students dropped 
yellow for white. 


BOURBON BARREL 

The famed Bourbon Barrel is the trophy presented to the 
winner of the Kentucky-Indiana football game, This 
series, though beginning in 1893, is only 25 games old but

has quickly become one of the fiercest, most competitive 
contests in the region, As far as the origination of the 
Bourbon Barrel is concemed, no one is certain where the 
idea started. A possible answer stems from the great 
distillery industry located in Kentucky and southem 
Indiana. The Bourbon Barrel is mounted on a board for 
traveling purposes. The trophy is actually a half-barrel and 
lists all scores of the 25-game series. A blue stripe is 
painted in the background for a Kentucky win and a red 
stripe for an Indiana victory. Indiana leads the series, 
16-8-1. Several years ago, both schools agreed contract- 
ually to extend the series annually through the year 2000.

Paul Bryant is sill the most successful coach in UK 
Football History. Bryant spent eight years at UK (1946- 
53) and produced a 60-23-5 (.710 pet.) record. The 60 
victories are the most by any UK football coach. He led 
the Wildcats to four bow! games and their first 
Southeastem Conference title in 1950. He coached such 
UK stars as George Blanda, Jerry Claiborne, Bob Gain, 
Babe Parilli, Doug Moseley, Wilbur Jamerson, and 
Steve Meilinger, 


CHEERLEADERS 

The Kentucky cheerleading squad won an 
unprecedented fifth national cheerleading championship 
in April at the competition sponsored by the Universal 
Cheerleaders Association. The cheerleaders have won 
the UCA national title in 1985, 1987, 1988, 1992, and 
1995 and have been the runners-up on four occasions 

Glenn Cook is entering his fifth season as coach of the 
cheerleaders and T. Lynn Williamson is the cheerleader 
advisor. A total of 36 students comprise the squad, 14 of 
whom represent the school at the championship. In 
addition, the Wildeat mascot, portrayed by former UK 
kicker Brent Claiborne, finished eighth nationally in the 
mascot division of the competition. 


JERRY CLAIBORNE 


After lettering three years (1946-49) as a player and 
serving two seasons (195 
Kentucky, Jerry Claiborne returned to his alma mater in 
1982 as UK's 31st head football coach. Claibome 
stepped down after 28 years as a collegiate head coach 
in 1989. He led the Wildcats to two bowls and four non- 
losing seasons. During his era, Kentucky placed more 
players (68) on the Academic All-SEC Honor Roll than 
any league school, including a record 17 in 1989. 
Claiborne also led UK to a national academic ttle by 
capturing the 1989 CFA Academic Achievement 
Award. His eight-year UK record was 41-46-3. Overall, 
Claibome finished 21st among Division I coaches with 
179 career victories and 179-122-8 in al

Blanton Collier had the misfortune of following Paul 
Bryant as head football coach at the University of 
Kentucky. But, Collier posted a fine 41-36-3 record in 
eight seasons at UK. Kentuckians best remember Collier 
for his record against arch-rival Tennessee which stood 
at 5 wins, 2 losses, and 1 tie, Standouts such as Howard 
Schnellenberger, Lou Michaels, Tom Hutchinson, 
Bobby Cravens, Calvin Bird and Irv Goode played 
under Collier, One fascinating item in Collier's tenure 
was the football coaching staff he assembled in 1959. 
The 1959 UK Coaching Staff included Collier, Ed 
Rutledge, Howard Schnellenberger, Ermal Allen, Don 
Shula, John North, Bob Cummings, and Bill 
Amsparger. 


FRAN CURCI 

The Fran Curci era (1973-81) was one of ups and down 
at the University of Kentucky. Curei remained at UK for 
nine seasons, the longest tenure of any UK football 
coach, and posted a 47-51-2 record. The ups consisted 
of sharing the 1976 Southeastern Conference title with 
Geo 21-0 blanking of North Carolina in the 


Peach Bowl, and a 197 squad which boasted a 10-1 
record and No. 5 national ranking. The down was 
probation which forced the °77 squad to miss a certain 
bowl invitation. 


DIGIURO SCHOLARSHIP 

The Trent DiGiuro Memorial Scholarship was 
established in the autumn of 1994 in honor of the 
Wildcat offensive guard who died in July of that year: 
The scholarship is awarded each year to a walk-on 
football player who has completed his eligibility, 
maintained a cumulative grade point average of at least 
2.5, and has exemplified the dedication, determination, 
hard work, and leadership typified by Trent DiGiuro. If 
there is no suitable walk-on candidate that year, the 
scholarship will go to a team manager or trainer who 
meets the above criteria, The scholarship was 
established by DiGiuro's family and friends. The 1994 
winner of the scholarship was former Wildcats kicker 
Brent Claiborne.

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CAWOOD LEDFORD OUTLAND TROPHY 


The first forward pass attempted by a University of 
Kentucky football player was thrown on Oct. 13, 1906, 
by quarterback Earl Stone as the Wildcats faced 
Eminence Athletic Club. This was the first year the 
forward pass was legalized by national rules. Accounts 
from this early contest do not indicate if the first forward 
UK pass was completed. 


GOVERNOR’S CUP 

The Governor's Cup was created in 1994 as the trophy 
for the winner of the Kentucky-Louisville 

Donated by Kroger at a cost of $23,000, the 
Governor's Cup stands 33 inches tall and weighs 110 
pounds. The trophy’s base and upright columns are 
hand-milled black marble. The glass components are 
comprised of Optic grade crystal. All metal parts are 
23-karat, gold-plated brass. The cup itself is solid 
pewter with a 23-Karat gold-plated finish. The 
Governor's Cup was designed by Kendall Costner and 
sculpted by James Corcoran of Bruce Fox, Inc, The 
UK-U of L series was renewed in 1994 with the 
Wildcats winning the game, 20-14 


HOMECOMING GAMES 
As in the case of most institutions, Homecoming 
football games are special. Kentucky is no exception. 
Alumni and old friends converge on the UK campus 

h fall for Homecoming Day, highlighted by a 
Kentucky football game. The Homecoming Queen and 
her court are presented in horse-drawn carriages which 
gives the event a distinct, Kentucky flavor. The first 
Homecoming Day occurred on Nov. 25, 1915, as 
Kentucky defeated Tennessee, 6-0. Though records are 
sketchy, Kentucky has hosted a Homecoming game 

year since 1946 and owns a 37-12-0 record in

THE IMMORTALS 

Simply known as “The Immortals”, the 1898 
University of Kentucky football squad still remains as 
the only undefeated, untied, and unscored on Wildcats 
club in schoo! history. The Immortals outscored 
opponents 180-0 while posting a perfect 7-0-0 record 
Roscoe Severs served as team captain under coach 
W.R, Bass. The closest of all seven games was a 6-0 
victory over Centre College. 


LEADERSHIP COMMITTEE 
Tread Coach Bill Curry continued a tradition started at 
‘orgia Tech and Alabama by implementing a football 
leadership committee at the University of Kentucky 
Each year representatives are either elected or selected 
from cach of the classes (Fr., RFr., So., Jr. Sr.) plus 
walk-ons to give players a direct line of communication 
to the coaches. “A leader is a consistent, powerful, 
positive presence,” Curry said. “The reason it is good 
for our football team is because anyone can be a leader. 
You don't have to be an All-American or first-stringer.” 


The legendary “Voice of the Wildcats was none other 
than Cawood Ledford. For 39 years, Cawood called 
Wildcats Football and Basketball. His voice alone 
symbolized UK Athletics. Current UK Coach Bill Curry 
has fond memories of Cawood. “I remember those 
Saturday nights at College Park, Ga. I'd tum on the 
radio and listen to Cawood calling the action from old 
Stoll Field. He certainly is « huge part of Kentucky 
Football.” Cawood called his last UK football game vs. 
Tennessee on Nov. 23, 1991, and retired from the 
microphone following the 1991-92 basketball season. 


Two-time All-American Bob Gain is the only player in 
University of Kentucky football history to be awarded 

The Outland Trophy”, signifying the best interior 
lineman in collegiate football. Gain was awarded the 
1950 Outland Trophy after helping lead UK to its first 
Southeastern Conference title and a 10-1 regular-season 
record.

RED DOC, BLACK DOC 

A pair of cousins named William Rodes played 
football for the University of Kentucky during the 
early 1900s. To distinguish one from the other, one 
was nicknamed “Red Doc” and the other “Black Doc”. 
William “Red Doc” Rodes lettered three years (1909, 
11-12) as a 140-pound halfback and defensive end. 
William “Black Doc” Rodes lettered two years (1915- 
16) as quarterback. Black Doc was considered by 
many t0 be one of the best open-field runners in that 
era, He also placekicked and personally delivered 
UK's 6-0 victory over Tennessee in 1915 with field 
goals of 45 and 43 yards, 


THE FIRST NIGHT GAME 

The University of Kentucky was one of the first 
institutions to play intercollegiate football at night. The 
first UK home night game was played on Oct. 5, 1929. 
at Stoll Field as Kentucky defeated Maryville, 40-0. 
Kentucky did not play more than one home night game 
per season until 1946. 


NIGHT GAMES 

The University of Kentucky began holding is October 
home football games during the evening hours in 1949. 
UK and Keeneland Race Course, located in Lexington, 
have enjoyed a close relationship through the years and 
assist in giving UK faithful an opportunity to enjoy two 
of the Commonwealth's best-loved events in October — 
football and horse racing. With the traditional post time 
at Keeneland for the thoroughbred races at 1 p.m., UK 
began moving its October home games to night during 
the 1949 season, The only occasion UK has not 
conducted its October home games in the evening is to 
accommodate television, In 1991, athletics director 
CM, Newton moved September home games to night 
as well to give Kentucky faithful a more consistent start 
time, 


RUSSELL RICE 

Longtime UK sports information director Russell Ric 
is the walking, talking historian when its comes to 
Wildcats Football. Rice retired from the UK Athletics 
Department in 1989 after serving 18 years as sports 
information director. He came to UK in 1967 as 
assistant SID under Ken Kuhn, then was named sports 
information director in 1969, Rice authored the book, 
“The Wildcats, Kentucky Football”, which details 
Kentucky football and its history. At his retirement 
party, Rice was given a lifetime “Press Pass” to the 
Commonwealth Stadium press box. 


STOLL FIELD/ 

McLEAN STADIUM 

Stoll Field/McLean Stadium was the first home for 
Kentucky Football. The stadium was located adjacent to 
Memorial Coliseum and served as UK’s football home 
since 1916. The University Board of Trustees voted to 
name the playing field “Stoll Field” and the actual 
grandstand structures as “McLean Stadium”, thus the 
often confusing double names. Stoll Field was named in 
honor of the late Judge Richard C. Stoll, a prominent 


NAT NORTHINGTON 

Nat Northington of Louisville became the first black 
player to sign with the University of Kentucky and a 
Southeastem Conference institution, Northington signed 
national letter-of-intent with UK in December of 1965. 
He later became the first African-American football 
player to play ina SEC vs, SEC game, appearing in the 
UK-Ole Miss game at Lexington on Sept, 30, 1967

THE THIN THIRTY 

When Blanton Collier stepped down as head football 
coach at Kentucky following the 1961 season, UK 
promptly named former Wildcats’ player Charlie 
Bradshaw as its 28th coach. Bradshaw inherited a squad 
of 88 players left from Collier’s 5-5-0 team in ‘61 
Bradshaw promised his new UK squad hard work and 
talked of training to an absolute peak of condition, His 
conditioning tactics took their toll as over 50 players left 
the squad, leaving 30 to open the season against Florida 
State and prompting the name “Thin Thirty”. The Thin 
Thirty finished 3-5-2 on the season with victories over 
Detroit (27-8), Vanderbilt (7-0) and arch-rival 
Tennessee (12-10). The ties were against Florida State 
(0-0) and Georgia (7-7). 


TURNAROUNDS 
One of the biggest turnarounds in collegiate football 
happened at the University of Kentucky during the 1982 
and 1983 seasons. Jerry Claibome had replaced Fran 
Curei as head coach prior to the “ Claibome 
inherited a program in shambles and faced the nation's 
2nd-toughest schedule which featured Oklahoma, 
Clemson, Auburn, LSU, Georgia, Florida, Tennessee, 
Kansas and Kansas State, Not surprisingly, Ker 
finished 0-10-1 in 1982 with only a 13-13 tie with 
Kansas keeping the Wildcats from an 0-11 slate 
However, Claiborne turned the heat up in 1983 and went 
to work, UK reeled off consecutive wins against Central 
Michigan (31-14), Kansas State (31-12), Indiana (24-13), 
and Tulane (26-14) to start the season. The Cats also 
defeated LSU (21-13) and Vanderbilt (17-8) to finish the 
campaign with a 6-4-1 record. The tumaround, which 
tied Memphis State for the biggest tumaround in 1983, 
earned Kentucky a berth in the 1983 Hall of Fame Bowl 


VICTORY KICKS 
The University of Kentucky defeated the Louisville 
YMCA, 12-6, in 1900.

WINNING STREAK 

For the most part, the most famous winning streak in 
Kentucky football history is the one the Wildcats ended 
The stage was set as UK faced Oklahoma in the 1951 
Sugar Bowl, Kentucky was coming off its first 
Southeastem Conference title and brought in a 10-1 
record. Oklahoma entered as national champions and 
riding a 31-game winning streak. A pair of Wilbur 
Jamerson scores - a 22-yard pass from Babe Parilli and a 
cone-yard run - was all UK needed in picking up a 13-7 
upset of the Sooners and thus endi 
streak. Today, the 31 y 
Oklahoma ranks as the 7th-longest in NCAA history 


Stoll Field/McLean Stadium was home to Kentucky 
‘football for 56 years (1916-1972). 
The seating capacity was 37,000 when the Wildcats 
played their final game inside the stadium in 1972, 
defeating Vanderbilt 14-13 on November 11. 


THE YEAR (1977-78) 

Perhaps the most successful year in UK Athletics 
occurred during the 1977-78 academic year at the 
University of Kentucky. The 1977 Wildcats football 
squad, under Fran Curci, raced to a 10-1 record and 
ended the year ranked No. 5 by The Sporting News 
Highlights were victories over North Carolina (10-7), 
West Virginia (28-13), Penn State (24-20), LSU (33 
13), Georgia (33-0), Florida (14-7) and Tennessee (21- 
17). On the basketball side, UK wrapped up its Sth 
NCAA ttle by defeating Duke, 94-88, at St. Louis. The 
UK basketballers ended the campaign with a 30-2 
record under Joe B. Hall 


THE YEAR (1950-51) 

‘An argument fo the most successful year in UR 
Athletics is the 1950-51 academic year. UK football, 
under Paul Bryant, ended the 1950 regular season with a 
10-1 record and ranked No. 7 nationally by both A.P. 
and U,P.I, The Wildcats then proceeded to snap national 
champion Oklahoma's 31-game winning streak with a 
13-7 victory in the Sugar Bowl. On the basketball front, 
Adolph Rupp gave UK its 3rd national title by defeating 
Kansas State, 68-58, at Minneapolis, Minn. The 
Wildcats ended the year 32-2. Current UK Athletics 
Director C.M. Newton was a letterman on that squad.

Field House, a magnificent $8.5 
million structure that is the 
home of the Wildcats on occa- 
sions of inclement weather. 


More than just an indoor 
football field, the field house 
can accommodate the ye: 
round needs of 11 Kentucky 
sports — football, 


and outdoor track, men’: 
women’s golf, and men’s 2 
women’s soccer. 


“In my opinion, we already

“The addition of the indoor 
facility means we have the abil- 
ity to attract the finest student- 
athletes. 


“This multi-purpose building 
has been a tremendous boost to 
all of our programs.” 


‘The Nutter Field House, 
which was dedicated in a cere- 
mony on Sept. 2, 1993, covers. 
more than 132,000 square feet 
and is located behind the south 
end zone of Commonwealth 
Stadium. It is named for E. J. 
Nutter and his family for their 
support of and service to the 
university. 


“The Nutter Field House is 
| in the expansion of our 
facilities base,” UK Head 
Football Coach Bill Curry said. 
“T consider this indoor practice 
facility to be the finest of its 
kind in the world. Being the 
northern-most school in the 
Southeastern Conference, we 
have needed a facility of this 
magnitude. This enables us to 
attract great speed for our pro- 
gram, players such as Kio 
Sanford and Randy Wyatt. 


“We also have needed the 
indoor facility to allow our skill- 


position players to work on their 
respective skills, so we can mea- 
sure up to the rest of the league. 
The one thing our staff under- 
stands about our skilled athletes 
today — whether its throwing 
and catching or shooting threes 
— is the importance of practic- 
ing every day. Our young men 
will now be able to do that.” 


The Nutter Field House 
immediately paid dividends to 
the Kentucky football program. 
In its first year of existence, it 
served as the team’s practice 
headquarters when the team 
eared a berth in the 1993 
Peach Bowl. 


“It was simply wonderful,” 
Coach Curry said, “to be calling 
recruits from a cellular phone 
while watching our team pre- 
pare for the Peach Bowl in this 
incredible facility.” 


The indoor facility features 
an actual playing field area of 
108,000 square feet, including a 
full-size artificial turf football 
field, The football field is sur- 
rounded by -lane, 290- 
meter track which expands to 
nine lanes down the straight- 
aways. Areas for field events 
are also included for the pole 
vault, high jump, and long 
jump. A 9,000-square foot gym- 
nastics room is located in the 
front of the building and serves 
as the UK GymCats home. 
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One of the most unique fea- 
tures of this multi-million dollar 
field house is the electronic net- 
ting system. This sys 
for different combin: 
sports to practice safely, at the 
same time, by dividing the play- 
ing field. The nets can be low- 
ered to separate the entire play- 
ing field from the track, or form 
four batting cages for baseball 
or driving ranges for golf. The 
playing field can be divided in 
to create two football, 
soccer, or baseball playing 
areas. 


“This type of facility is also 
important for the togetherness. 
of our athletics program,” Curry 
said. “It allows us to have 
everyone participating under 
one roof.” 


UK President Dr. Charles 
Wethington noted that the 
facility is used for the faculty, 
staff, and students, as well as 
varsity athletes. 


“This facility is very 
significant, not only to UK 
athletics, but to the entire 
University of Kentucky 
community,” Wethington said. 
“The indoor facility should aid 
Bill Curry in taking our football 
program to another level.” 


The height of the indoor 
facility is 72 feet at its apex. 
Inside the netting clearance is 
approximately 65 feet. This 
height allows punting, and field 
goal targets sewn into the nets 
permit realistic PAT/field goal 
kicking during practices. 


Also included in the facility 
is 3,000 square feet of office 
space for the facility manager, 
receptionist, and coaches. The 
building also includes an 
additional 4,000 square feet of 
storage space.

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Commonwealth Stadium 


When it comes to football, Kentucky-style, there is 
certainly no better place than home — 
Commonwealth Stadium. 

Beautiful Commonwealth Stadium, built in 1973, 
is one of the nation’s showcases for football. The sta- 
dium is located on the southeast comer of the 
University of Kentucl npus, convenient to both 
Cooper and Alumni Drives. 

Commonwealth Stadium was built at a cost of $12 
million by the firm of Huber, Hunt and Nichols, Inc. 
The stadium, including parking areas, rests on an 86- 
acre plot of what was once the UK Experimental 
Station Farm grounds, 

“Aesthetically, Commonwealth Stadium is the 
prettiest in America,” UK Coach Bill Curry said. “I've 
always thought this since I first witnessed a game here 
in 1975 as a pro scout. 

“In just a "s time, I learned there is simply not 
another place I'd rather be on a football Saturday than 
Commonwealth Stadium. The atmosphere, especially 
ona Saturday night, is magical and very conducive to 
winning. It's an ideal college setting.” 

‘The stadium took on a new look in 1990 with the 
addition of a $600,000 scoreboard and message center 
located in the North end zone, The scoreboard is 19 by 
78 feet in size, almost 3.5 times the size (12 by 19) of 
the original scoreboards which had been in place since 
1973. 

The stadium was officially opened on Sept. 1 
1973, as the Wildcats moved into their new home 
after spending 48 years at Stoll Field/McLean Stadium 
across from Memorial Coliseum. Kentucky defeated 
Virginia Tech in the stadium-opener, 31-26, as quar- 
terback Ernie Lewis accounted for three touchdowns 
to lead the Wildcats. 


Commonwealth Stadium 
has been home for the 
Kentucky Wildcats since 
1973. 


Since its opening, Kentucky has played 138 games 
within the friendly confines of Commonwealth 
Stadium. And indeed, a 76-58-4 record and a .565 
winning percentage is evidence Commonwealth is a 
“home field advantage” for the Wildcats. 

cellent attendance figures have also gone hand- 
in-hand with Kentucky football and Commonwealth 
Stadium. The Wildcats have averaged 54,796 specta- 
tors in the 138 contests at Commonwealth since its 
inception. In fe 161,854 spectators have witnessed 
Kentucky football at Commonwealth Stadium — 
that’s approximately 1.8 times the population of 
Kentucl 

The five-millionth person to attend a UK football 
game in Commonwealth Stadium was Jack Crowe of 
Lexington. Mr. Crowe walked through the turnstile as 
number 5,000,000 at 1 pm on Oct. 3, 1987, as 
Kentucky hosted Ohio. 

The official seating capacity at Commonwealth 
Stadium is 57,800, though standing-room only crowds 
will exceed that figure. When Kentucky hosted 
Louisville in the 1994 renewal of the rivalry, a record 
crowd of 59,162 witnessed the Wildcats nip the 
Cardinals, 20-14. 

All seating in Commonwealth Stadium is alu- 
minum, with more than 30 percent of the aluminum. 
seating either chair-back or bench-back. 

‘An enclosed press box, which comfortably seats 
110 members of the media, is located underneath the 
upper deck on the stadium's west side. Included in the 
press box area are eight private booths (four VIPs), a 
photography deck, and two dining areas. The press 
box is served by two elevators. 

Plans call for eventually enclosing the south end 
(Tates Creek Road) of Commonwealth Stadium to 
bring its capacity to 72,000. Also, the addition of lux- 
ury suites and boxes is in UK’s plans.

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One of the nation’s showcase football 
facilities rests on the southeast corner of the 
University of Kentucky campus. 

The ultra-modern E.J. Nutter Football 
Training Facility ranks among the best in 
the country. Built at a cost of $5.7 million, 
the facility officially became the home of 
Kentucky Wildcat football in September 
1987. 

The Nutter Center, as it is called on the 
UK campus, encompasses over 48,000 
square feet and is built adjacent to the 
Shively Sports Complex. It is located on 
Sports Center Drive, just across Cooper 
Drive from Commonwealth Stadium. 

have not seen everyone’s new 
facilities, but the Nutter Center is the finest 
that I have seen,” UK coach Bill Curry 
says. “It is the best planned and the most 
spacious facility I know of. Combined with 
our spacious practice area, the Nutter 
Center gives us the most beautiful football 
complex that I have ever been associated 
with.” 

The new Wildcat facility is named after 
Ervin J. Nutter, a UK alumnus who 
contributed one million dollars to get the 
fund-raising campaign started for 
construction to begin. 

The Nutter gift to the UK Athletics 
Association was one of the largest gifts ever 
received by the Association. 

“The University has been a great inspiration 
to me,” Nutter said. “I do not feel as if I've 


given anything away. I’m just 
repaying what the University 
has done for me.” 

Aside from dressing 
facilities, which feature 
large, personal lockers for 
every Kentucky football 
player, the Nutter Center is 
highlighted by a 9,000 
square foot weight room. 
The weight room has over 
100,000 pounds of 
equipment alone. The 
Nutter Center also has 11 
meeting rooms, a state-of- 
the-art video and editing room for coaches’

film, equipment and training rooms, staff 
and player lounges, an interview area, a 60- 
yard sprint track, sauna and jacuzzi, an 
aerobics room, and three raquetball courts. 

A touch of Kentucky football history is 
on display in the foyer area. The 
memorabilia case holds UK trophies from 
bowl games such as the Great Lakes Bowl, 
the Sugar Bowl, the Cotton Bowl, the Peach 
Bowl and the Hall of Fame Bowls. The case 
displays the 1950 and 1976 Southeastern 
Conference championship trophies. 

“This is a facility built with the players in 
mind,” said retired UK Head Coach Jerry 
Claiborne, who helped spearhead the 
financial drive to make the Nutter Center 
possible. “It does not have the coaches’ 
offices like other facilities. Instead, we had

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the student-athlete in mind in the design and 
planning and that’s how we wanted it to be.” 

Curry plans no changes in that respect. 

“It is a privilege to get to work ina 
facility such as this everyday,” Curry said. 
“The planning and design with the student- 
athletes at heart is what we're about today. 

“Jerry Claiborne’s most important 
accomplishments during his eight years at 
Kentucky were in the human arena. But his 
picture, which hangs in the Nutter Center, is 
a reminder to us just how much he loved 
this University. For Jerry and Mr. Nutter 
and the other contributors who helped make 
this facility possible, they have left a legacy 
that will surely be exciting to build on.” 

Nutter, a graduate of Hamilton (Ohio) 
High School, participated in the ground- 
breaking ceremonies in August 1986. 
Nutter entered the UK College of 
Engineering following high school and 
worked his way through college as an 
electrician. He left UK before graduation 
and passed the State of Ohio’s examination 
for stationary engineers, becoming the 
youngest licensed stationary engineer in the 
state. 

He worked three years for Procter & 
Gamble’s Power Division before returning 
to UK to receive his bachelor’s degree in 
mechanical engineering in 1943. 

After serving with distinction with the 
engineering division at Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base, Nutter became president of 
Elano Corporation. He later became 
president of Acme Screw Products of 
Dayton, Ohio.

While the unprecedented gift represents 
Nutter’s love for the UK athletics program, 
his love for the University as a whole is 
well documented. Nutter served two terms 
(1966-68) as president of the UK National 


Alumni Association and four years recently 


as chairman of the UK Development 
Council Board. 


Another important part in building the 
Nutter Center was the donation of 
$300,000 by Seth Hancock, a central 
Kentucky horseman. Hancock also 
played a key role in raising the necessary 
dollars for the facility as chairman of the 
united effort to raise $2.7 million from 
private donors. 

The ceremonial dedication of the 
Nutter Center took place on Sept. 11, 
1987, with Nutter, Hancock, Claiborne, 
Cliff Hagan (then UK athletics director), 
and Otis Singletary (former UK 
president) all in attendance.

Kentucky Strength Program

Those are the qualities that new Strength 
Coach Rob Oviatt brings to the Nutter 
Training Center weight room, according to 
Coach Bill Curry. 


Oviatt, a veteran strength mentor with 
experience in the Southeastern Conference 
and the Pacific 10 Conference, came on 
board last spring. He has methodically 
implemented a plan for power that includes 
athletes’ bodies and minds. 


“My role is to motivate athletes to motivate themselves,” Oviatt 
explains. “The self-motivated person has endless possibilities in any 
area of life. 


“Tf players know you care about them as people, and they see 
results (in the weight room), they'll do just about anything for you. I 
definitely care about them as people first, and hopefully my staff and I 
have put together a plan that will get them results.” 

Oviatt’s blueprint for success combines goals of strength, speed, 
conditioning, and prevention of injury. 

“Football is a game of the hips, legs, and lower back. Every 
movement on the field is initiated by those muscle groups,” Oviatt 
says. “But strength alone is not enough. It’s the speed at which you 
exert your strength that is the key to performance, the result being 
explosive power. 

“Olympic-style lifts get the highest priority because they’re the 
most specific to football — you must move heavy weights with speed 
These are the most athletic lifts because they require coordination, 

ince, and flexibility in addition to strength 

The well-rounded Oviatt outlook also emphasizes: 

«cardiovascular training; 

daily abdominal work; 

«plyometric training, which teaches muscles to contract 
more quickly, efficiently, and powerfully; 

«speed and agility training; and 

«prevention of injury by training the entire body, with 
emphasis on the knee, ankle, and shoulder/neck areas. 


Oviatt’s strength and conditioning team includes assistants Aaron 
Shelley, Chad Hutsko, and John Leindecker. Shelley, a bodybuilding 


and weightlifting champion, also brings nutritional expertise to the staff. 


inardon handles the lateral dumbbell raises. 


“A strength program is a team effort,” Oviatt says. “We have great 
assistants in the weight room, great support from the coaches and 
administration, and most important, hard-working and committed 
players. They're the ones doing the work. It all starts with the pla

a sign mounted in the weight room,” Curry says. “The 
statement reads, “There is no substitute for strength and no excuse for 
the lack of it.’ 


“That sums up our approach to weight training. We want to be the 
best conditioned football team, not only in the Southeastern 
Conference, but in the country. Games are won in the fourth quarter 
and that’s when great physical conditioning comes into play.” 

In terms of facilities, Wildcats football players have one of the 
nation’s best weight rooms. 


“The facility is unbelievable,” Curry says. “I can’t imagine anyone 
needing any more than what we have in our weight facility.” 


For starters, the Nutter Center’s weight room is 9,000 square feet. 
In free weights alone, UK has 100,000 pounds of equipment — 
75,000 in free weights and an additional 25,000 in dumbbells. 


To complement the free weights, UK has an abundance of 
Nautilus equipment, stationary bicycles, and treadmills. 


As far as records go, former offensive guard Jody Matthews holds 
the honor of being the strongest Wildcats football player to date. He 
owns personal records of 585 pounds in the bench press, 440 pounds 
in cleans, 735 pounds in Olympic squats, and 1,760 in total lifts. 


Matthews broke the records held by Dermontti Dawson and Oliver 
Barnett, both of whom are residing on National Football League rosters.

One of Bill Curry’s central themes for the 
University of Kentucky football program is 
championship performance, especially in the 
classroom. 

Wildcat football players have a history of 
academic excellence, a tradition that has 
continued under Coach Curry. 

Since 1980, Kentucky has placed 136 
players on the Southeastern Conference 
Academic Honor Roll, more than any league 
school in that period. In 1989, the Wildcats set 
a league record with 17 players named to the 
SEC Honor Roll. 

In addition to Curry’s emphasis on the 
subject, much of the credit for UK’s academic 
success goes to the Athletics Department’s 
academic support system —the Center for 
Academic and Tutorial Services, or simply, 
“CATS.” 

CATS opened in 1981, the nation’s first 
academic center dedicated exclusively to 
student-athletes. It is located in Memorial 
Coliseum. Specifically designed for the 
student-athlete, the center contains a large 
general study area along with a computer 
facility, a room, and numerous rooms 
used for tutoring. 

“Our CATS is one of the nation’s best 
academic services in the land and that’s based 
on results,” Curry says. “For Kentucky to be 
up there with Duke, Virginia, and Notre Dame 
is a real tribute, first to the student-athletes, but 
also to our academic support stat 


What Curry refers to when talking about 
Duke, Virginia, and Notre Dame is the annual 
College Football Association Academic 
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Achievement Award. The award was given to 
Kentucky in 1989 for having the highest 
graduation rate among Division I-A football 
programs. Prior to 1991, Kentucky was the 
only other school to win the award outside the 
trio mentioned above. 

“We get more response from parents who 
visit us on the CATS program than any other 
part of our program,” Curry says. “Parents are 
really excited about it.” 

Certainly a facility is a good start, but any 
program is only as good as the people who run 
it. And UK is fortunate to have outstanding 
leaders in its academics support system. 

Bob Bradley, Assistant Athletics Director 
for Academics, supervises the CATS program. 
Bradley is assisted by Barbara Deniston, 
Director of Student-Athlete Development; 


Sheila Breeding, Academic Skills Coordinator; 


and two Academics Counselors, Darren 
Bilberry and Mike Haley. CATS also employs 
six graduate assistants and numerous tutors, 
both from the University and surrounding 
community. UK budgets almost $500,000 per 
year for CATS. 

“We are extremely proud of what we have 
accomplished in the academic arena,” Bradley 
says. “The CATS program is focused on 
winning in the classroom. We look at each 
student-athlete’s individual needs, set goals 
and develop strategies to attain those goals. 
Our Center (CATS) provides our student- 
athletes with a definite advantage over student- 
athletes at many other institutions. Our goal is 
to show that we care about the student as well 
as the athlete.” 

For the CATS staff, showing you care 
means more than helping athletes maintain 
eligibility, graduate, or win awards. The 
academics staff also prepares student-athletes 
for life after college with the Wildcat Career 
Development Program. 

The Career Development Program helps 
student-athletes look to the future through a 
step-by-step process which includes: 

* mentoring and internships, which help 

determine career interests; 

© career counseling; 

* resume writing; and 

* forming a career plan. 

The Wildcat Career Development Program 
works closely with the University’s Career 
Planning and Placement Center in order to 
provide additional assistance when needed. 
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The success of UK's Career 
Development Program and other support 
services happens because of the emphasis 
placed on academics by Coach Curry and 
his assistant coaches. 

“T have been blessed at Kentucky to 
have Bill Curry,” Bradley says. “He really 
believes in the student-athlete concept. We 
are in total agreement on the business of 
educating our student-athletes.” 

“We continue to support our academic 
staff to the utmost,” Curry says. “We're 
very excited about the work Bob Bradley

Five times during the past eight years, the 
University of Kentucky football team has been 
among a handful of schools honored by the 
College Football Association for its high gradua- 
tion rate. 

In 1989, UK became only the fourth universi- 
ty to earn the prestigious CFA Academic 
Achievement Award for having the highest grad- 
uation rate in the nation. The Wilde: ve won 
honorable mention status, signifying a gradu 
tion rate of 70 percent or better, on four occa- 
sions — 1988, 1991, 1993, and 1994. 

“Lam very proud of the fact that the 
University of Kentucky Athletics Association is 
dedicated to the development of the student as 
well as the athlete, and that BIll Curry keeps the 
student-athlete experience in perspective,” said 
Bob Bradley, UK Assistant Athletics Director 
for Academics. “He understands the importance 
of a degree to the future of these young people.” 

In conjunction with UK’s 1989 national 
award, Bradley was named the CFA Academic 
Advisor of the Ye: 

The CFA Academic Achievement Award 
was established in 1981 and is presented annual- 
ly by the Touchdown Club of Memphis. The 
award recognizes the CFA member institution 
with the highest graduation rate among members 
of its football team. Over the years, Kentucky is 


one of only seven schools that have won the 
CFA Award. 

An interesting note is how graduation rates 
have risen over the years. In 1981, the first year 
of the survey, graduation rates among CFA 
members was 49 percent. The overall rate in the 
CFA in 1995 was 58.6 percent, the second high- 
est ever, just shy of the 1993 record of 59.1 per- 
cent. It is obvious that NCAA requirements for 
initial and continuing eligibility are having the 
desired effects. 

The University of Kentucky football program 
also has been a leader on the conference level in 
addition to national honors. Since 1980, 

Kentucky has had 136 players ear a place on the 
SEC Academic Honor Roll, more than any other 
league school. Twelve Wildcats were named to 
the Honor Roll in 1994 (see list at left). 

Kentucky should be well-represented again in 
1995. A total of 25 Wildcats earned a 3.0-or-bet- 
ter grade point average for the spring ‘95 semes- 
ter, including returning players Cliff Bailey, 
Buddy Berry, Jimmy Carter, Harold Dennis, Van 
Hiles, Bob Holmberg, Barry Jones, Jonas 
Liening, Rob Manchester, Raymond McLaurin, 
J.D. Reed, Mike Schellenberger, Mike Schlegel, 
Tyler Siddens, Leon Smith, Jeff Speedy, Kurt 
Supe, James Tucker, Miguel Viera, Stephan 
Walters, and Alexander Wunder.

Just because a young man doesn’t have a 
football scholarship doesn’t mean he can’t play 
football at the University of Kentucky 

A total of 26 non-scholarship players 
popularly known as “walk-ons” — completed 
1995 spring practice with the Wildcats football 
team. A new group of walk-ons will increase 
that number in the fall. 


With scholarship levels reduced from 105 to 
85 over the past few years, walk-ons have 
become increasingly important to major college 
programs for their contributions in games and 
practices. 

“We would have a hard time functioning 
without walk-ons,” UK Head Coach Bill Curry 
says, “With the new numbers restrictions, they 
have become even more important. 

“In my opinion, walk-ons are the ultimate 
example of the virtues football can teach today. 
They are not rewarded immediately, and may not 
be rewarded at all except for the chance to parti- 
cipate, yet they work their guts out every day. 

“One of the highlights of my life is 
rewarding a walk 
I know what it means to him and his family.” 

Curry has had that pleasure on nine 
occasions during his coaching tenure at 
Kentucky, including three current Wildcats who

The Community Outreach Program got its 
start in 1990 when it was developed and 
coordinated by UK student-athletes. This project 
was established when student-athletes adopted 
the fifth-grade classes at a local inner-city school.

Kalinowski is in his 21st year at UK, including four years as a 
student m: rand 17 years in his current role. Kalinowski and his 
staff of approximately 12 student managers are involved in the daily 
maintenance of the student-athletes’ equipment. 

Proper fitting of equipment is a key component of injury 
prevention, and Kalinowski personally fits each player with the 
appropriate equipment — helmet, shoulder pads, shoes, etc. — 
according to height, weight, and position. 

In all, Kalinowski estimates that UK spends $2,100 per player on 
equipment, including practice gear and gam . Kentucky spares no 
expense in making sure that each player is fitted with the most modern, 
up-to-date equipment available. 

Maintenance, repair, and cleaning of equipment is also vital in the 
prevention of injury, and the UK staff performs those duties on a 
daily basis.

When talk arises about sports in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, chances are 
the talk surrounds the University of Kentucky 
Wildcats. 

The University of Kentucky will again 
package one of the most comprehensive radio 
and television networks among Division 1-A 
institutions. Both radio and television networks 
will blanket the Commonwealth and touch 
much of the nation. 

Sports Communications, Inc., which owns 
the radio rights for UK football and basketball, 
expects to compile a radio network with 
approximately 90 stations. WVLK-AM/FM of 
Lexington will once again serve as the flagship 
station for the UK Football Radio Network. A 
feature attraction of the network is station 
WHAS (840 AM) of Louisville, which has a 
50,000-watt clear channel signal. 


Kentucky also participates in the College 
Football Association national television 
package carried by ABC-TV and ESPN. 
Kentucky had games selected for telecast by 
both ABC and ESPN last season and three 
games were carried by ESPN in 1993. 


The Southeastern Conference has its own 
television package that is produced and 
regionally syndicated by Jefferson-Pilot Sports. 
Each league school has at least one appearance 
on JP Sports each season. The Wildcats’ game 
at South Carolina on Sept. 23 already has been 
chosen by JP and other UK games might be 
picked as the season continues. 


The UK Football Television Network 
features full-game, tape-delay action of all 
Wildcats home football games which are not 
televised by a network affiliated with the CFA 
package (ABC, ESPN or Jefferson-Pilot). The 
network is also one of the nation’s largest and 
serves approximately 15 markets in and around

the Commonwealth. Sports Communications, 
Inc., administers the network with WKYT-TV 
of Lexington as the telecasts’ producer. 


For the 1995 football season, the UK 
broadcast team will consist of eight members, 
including Ralph Hacker, Jeff Van Note, Dick 
Gabriel, Dave Baker, Rob Bromley, Tom 
Leach, Derrick Ramsey, and Mike Dodson. 

Hacker, who attended Eastern Kentucky 
University, begins his fourth season as radio 
play-by-play announcer this fall and his 24th 
year overall on the UK Radio Network. He 
moved from color analyst to play-by-play 
duties three years ago, filling the void left by 
his long-time broadcast partner Cawood 
Ledford. Ledford stepped away from the 
microphone at the conclusion of the 1991-92 
basketball season after 39 years of calling 
Wildcats football and basketball action. 

Hacker, president and general manager of 
Lexington radio station WVLK AM/FM, hosts 
the Bill Curry pregame and postgame radio 
shows on game days. And for the past four 
years, Hacker has worked as co-host with Rob 
Bromley on the Bill Curry and Rick Pitino 
Television Shows. 


In addition to his experience on the UK 
Radio and Television Networks, Hacker has 
ventured into network television in recent 
years. He has described football and basket- 
ball games for Jefferson-Pilot, ESPN, the 
NCAA, and CBS. 


Both the Kentucky radio and delayed 
television broadcasts had new expert analysts 
in 1994. Former UK letterman Jeff Van Note 
(1966-68), who had an 18-year NFL career 
with the Atlanta Falcons, handles the analysis 
on radio. Derrick Ramsey, a first-team All-SEC 
quarterback in 1977 as a Wildcat senior, 
provides opinion and commentary on the 
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The Kentucky Wildcats on the Air 


delayed television broadcasts. Ramsey enjoyed 
a 10-year NFL career with the Oakland/Los 
Angeles Raiders (1978-83), New England 
(1983-85), and Detroit (1987). Both Van Note 
and Ramsey garnered good reviews in 1994, 
their first with the UK broadcasts. 

Bromley is set for his seventh season as a 
member of the UK broadcast team and his 16th 
year, overall, on the UK Television Network. 

Bromley has a change of assignment this 
year, moving from sideline reporter to the 
play-by-play announcer for the delayed TV 
broadcasts. He also has handled the analyst’s 
role in the past. Once again, Bromley will 
serve as producer and co-host of the Bill Curry 
and Rick Pitino Television Shows. 


Rob has been a member of the WKYT-TV 
sports staff for 18 years, including the past 15 
as sports anchor. Bromley is a graduate of 
Butler University of Indianapolis and worked 
as a sports anchor in Lima, Ohio, prior to 
joining the WKYT-TV staff in 1977. 

Baker, a native of Franklin, Ohio, begins his 
seventh year on the UK broadcast team. He 
will be involved with the programming of 
“Countdown to Kickoff,” the one and one-half 
hour pregame radio show. 

Baker has spent 13 years on the sports staff 
at WKYT-TV in Lexington. He began at 
WKYT-TV in 1982 following his graduation 
from Georgetown (Ky.) College. He was 
named WKYT’s weekend anchor in 1984 and 
played an instrumental part in the founding of 
his station’s “Sports Spectrum,” a 20-minute 
comprehensive sports show on Saturday 
evenings. Sports Spectrum has been named 
best sports program in Kentucky by the 
Associated Press on two occasions — 1988 and 
1989, 


Gabriel, a 1978 graduate of Kentucky, 


enters his seventh year as a member of the UK 
broadcast team. This year he returns to the dual 
capacity of sideline reporter for both the UK 
Radio and Television Networks, an intriguing 
task he has handled during the 1992-93 
seasons. Previously, he spent four years (1989- 
91, 1994) on the broadcast team as sideline 
reporter solely for the UK Radio Network. 


Gabriel, sports manager for WKYT-TV the 
past nine years, came to Lexington from 
Dallas, Texas, where he was executive 
producer of Host Communications’ Southwest 
Conference Football Radio Network. 


As a student at UK, Gabriel was named the 
Outstanding Journalism Graduate in 1978. He 
called play-by-play for Wildcats football and 
basketball games on student radio station 
WBKY and served as sports editor for the 
Kentucky Kernel, UK’s student newspaper. 
Following graduation, he served as sports 
director for WVLK AM/FM in Lexington. 


each, a 1983 graduate of Kentucky, 
begins his seventh season as a member of the 
UK broadcast team.
